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In the Final Office Action of March 30, 2004, Claim 4, the sole claim remaining in the 
application was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the admitted prior 
art in Figure 1 in view of Griesbach et al. The Examiner has taken the position that it would be 
obvious to provide the admitted prior art shown in Figure 1 of the present application with a 
protrusion on the base member similar to the protrusion 38 of Griesbach et al. to allow for the 
accurate transmission of force to the pressure sensor. 

It is submitted that the structure and operation of the Griesbach et al. jamming-detection 
device is so entirely different in principle and operation from the admitted prior art of Figure 1 
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
